THE NEW CENTURIONS, 
By Joseph Wambaugh, Atlan­ 
tic, Little, Brown, $6.9 5. 
Any one who gets into trouble 
with the law is a fool, accord­ 
ing to the Los Angeles police 
officer 
who 
has 
authored 
this book wh?ch is well on the 
way to the best seller list. 
In his first novel, chosen as 
the January selection by the 
B o o k-o f-t h e-M o n t h Club, 
Wambaugh tells of the lives 
of three cadets who 
went 
through the police academy 
together 
during 
the 
early 
summer of 1960 and traces 
their 
careers 
through 
the 
Watts Riots in 1965. 
Fighting 
homosex uals 
is 
probably the most dangerous 
facet of poli-ce work, the au­ 
thor say s, but attempting to 
handle domestic q uarrels has 
caused more fatalities to offi­ 
cers within the line of duty . 
The three key figures, a 
Mex ican, a Negro and a Cau­ 
casian, find themselves faced 
with many racial problems. 
Their handling of these key 
issues offers the reader an in­ 
sight into moral and ethic is­ 


sues 
of 
present 
turbulent 
times. 
Covering the Watts Riots in 
August 1965, it clearly indicates 
that if y ou go in there and 
fight force with force, no mat­ 
ter what the odds, right will 
prevail. 
While much of the book 
deals with serious basic is­ 
sues facing Los Angeles to­ 
day , many scenes are funny . 
This includes what happens 
when the vice sq uad tries to 
make an arrest at a dive that 
sells liq uor after hours. 
All they did was “go in, 
pick up a couple of prosti­ 
tutes, get too drunk too early , 
and fail to make the pinch. 
After all, y ou carrt win ’em 
all.” Could they help it if the 
sergeant was really a tee-to- 
taler? 
During his first week of 
duty , a new rookie found it 
difficult to understand why 
his older partner in the patrol 
car alway s stopped at the 
same call box to contact the 
station — until he discovered 
that the call box also served 
as a hiding spot for the offi­ 
cer’s bottle. 
After reading the book, one 


realizes that the police are 
not, as a class, the pigs that 
the ex ploited and the riot-en- 
gi-neers make them out to be. 
Nor are they the Sir Galahads 
of law and order that others 
would claim. 
One soon understands that 
these men are human beings, 
who, normally , are capable of 
doing the job they are paid to 
do. But, like the rest of the 
human race, they can be dri­ 
ven too far in our frenzied 
society . 
The books will especially

The ugly effects of a 
total lack of communication 
emerge to haunt him in the 
person of his son, Ami. Ami

Spicer sensitively portray s 
the father’s suave but fumbl­ 
ing attempts to reach Ami 
and his gradual understand­ 
ing that the boy ’s hatred and 
resentment are too deep to 
ever overcome.

Edith Head modifies midi 


“ This is a time of fashion 
chaos.” 
This is the opmion cf Edith 
Head, and she ought to know. 
She has been creating cos­ 
tumes for movie stars since 
1948; she has worked on 1,130 
motion pictures, and she has 
been part of every major 
fashion trend from the New 
Look through the Lib Look. 
Putting time and fashion in 
perspective for 1971, she says 
that “ pants are a temporary 
solution in a problematic and 
uncertain era.” 
Though she feels that most 
women don’t look good 
in 
pants, and is opposed to what 
she calls the “ unisex con­ 
cept,” she conceds that the 
great mass cf women will 
probably wear pants part of 
the time. Terming pants “ a 
necessary evil,” she feels that 
they are appropriate in the 
office, on the street and going 
out to dinner. They are sbso- 
lutely not to be worn 
to 
church, “ bcause God intended 
men and women to look dif­ 
ferent.” 
What about dressy pants 
outfits for superdressy occa­ 
sions? “ I don’t care if they

Admitting that last fall’s 
much-touted midi was less 
than successful, Miss Head 
puts the blame for ncnacep- 
tance on three factors: Wom­ 
en are afraid of looking older, 
they are afraid that men hate 
the new look, and they hesi­ 
tate to put money into whole 
new wardrobes.“ 
W h a t about 
fashions-to- 
come? Looking into spring, 
Miss Head predicts a trend to 
longer dresses, in a modified 
j us t-below-the-knees version 
of the midi. The costume look 
will go away: “ The rich-Es- 
kimos-pocr-Indians look wdl 
be short lived,” she predicts. 
Her own approach to fash­ 
ion involves trim little suits in 
soft tweeds. 
She favors 
a 
shirt softened by deep inver­ 
ted pleats, at a ihree-inches- 
below-the-knee length. 


Miss Head recently served 
as a judge in the finals of the 
S i n g e r World Style-maker 
Competition, selecting the top 
winner 
in 
three 
divisions. 
Since 
earlier judgings had 
scored the entries on dress- 
m a k i n g techniques. Miss 
Head and the two other judg­ 
es were required to judge 
only on appearance, fit and 
suitability cf the garments. 
Even though she 
is 
not 
directly concerned with world 
of sewing, Miss Head is well- 
aware of the current boom in 
sewing. She registers approv­ 
al, saying, “ Sewing is thera­ 
py, people need to work with 
their hands.” 
She admires the workman­ 
ship in the winning dresses, 
but indicates, that the fine- 
dressmaking concept, with its 
t i m e-consuming detai-1 and 
handwork, might be a little 
out of date. “ A new language 
cf seeing is needed,” she re­

Many hou ses

p rofit, and owners can shav e 
the p rice to sell q u ick ly . In 
addition, m any are willing to 
a ssume the mortgage. 
And 
some hou ses are being adv er­ 
tised with rent-with-op tion-to- 
bu y p riv ileges. 
O ne 
adv antage of 
tne 
ready -m ade hou se is that y ou 
can look at it and see what 
y ou are getting. If y ou bu ild, 
and the hou se does not liv e 
•u p to y ou r ex p ectations, y ou 
u su ally are stu ck with it. 
In bu ilding a hou se, there 
are m any real decisions to 
mak e, esp ecially if y ou act as 
y ou r own contractor. And y ou 
may not get a dream hou se in 


the end. 
Most 
women 
fill 
a 
iat 
scrap book with their hou se 
dream s— fu rnitu re, 
fabrics, 
ap p liances, 
colors—dawdling 
ov er 
ideas which are really 
the flu ff after a good hou se 
has been p lanned. 
It is not enou gh to decide 
y ou want a room 16 by 24 
feet, y ou m u st decide where 
windows, staircase, doors will 
be p u t and their relation to 
fu rnitu re. In a finished hou se, 
y ou can see these things in a 
p rop er p ersp ectiv e, bu t it is 
difficu lt for women to assess 
su ch ideas on p ap er. 
Becau se women are inter­ 
ested in details, men often 


earm ark a good deal of the 
hou se p lanning to them. This 
is to av oid the why -didn t-y ou - 
do comp laints after a job is 
finished. 
For ex amp le, one woman 
carefu lly p lanned a nine-room 
hou se with a sau na in one 
bathroom and bu ilt-in v anity 
niches in the bedrooms, bu t 
she had forgotten to earm ark 
closets for the rooms. Fortu ­ 
nately , the p lan was going to 
an architect for p rofessional 


treatm ent. 
There is a good deal to be j 
sav ed in doing y ou r own con­ 
tracting when y ou are bu ild­ 
ing a hou se. And this driv es 
many people to attemp t it, al­ 
thou gh the ex hau sting job is 
not alway s worth the sav - 


ing.

Planning may be the least 
p roblem one faces. One may 
be ov er the hu rdle of what is 
needed 
and

tractors mu st be fou nd to do

a r e a s , bu t 
most 
neop hy te contractors face the 
p roblem of waiting for each 
work man to do his bit. One 
mav wait a month for the 
only good floor man av ail­ 
able. And if a p lu mber is tied 
u p on a big job. y ou might 
wait months to get him. An 
ex p erienced contractor u su a - 
ly can k eep the work mo\ing 
bv long-range p lanning. 
Superv ising the bu ilding 
a new hou se will tak e a lot 
ou t of a p erson, ev en if one 
enlists p rofessional help and a 
general contractor. Ore mu st 
k eep tabs by v isiting the p ro­ 
ject at cru cial stages. Once 
the green tile is pu t in tne 
p u rp le bedroom's baih 
the 
mistak e may be imp ossible o 
rectify ev en if y ou recu p era 


from the shock . 
If may be well worthwhile 
to look at hou ses that are 
av ailable before y ou leap into 


bu ilding one. In addition to

Especially cold days leave 
many homeowners wondering 
if they need a new heating 
s y s t ' em. When you start 
reaching for an extra sweater 
and you have an urge to push 
the thermostat way, way up 
don’t blame your heating sys­ 
tem too quickly. 
Most appliances and pieces 
of machinery are seldom used 
at full efficiency and your 
furnace is no exception. Fig­ 
ure out a few ways to make it 
work better and you will save 
money while 
you 
become 
more comfortable. It is im­ 
portant that your house is 
properly insulated. The buil­ 
der should have taken care of 
that when the house went up 
and there’s little for you to do 
except in unfinished areas. 
Ov erhea d areas are often 
left unfinished. Check to see 
if there is insulation between 
ceiling joists. If not, pour in 
loose insulation two to four in­ 
ches deep. 
Drafts from around doors 
and windows can be cut down 
with weatherstripping. Even a 
well-fitted door has a gap acr­ 
oss the bottom; put on a met­ 
al-based felt strip jso that the

felt rides on the floor. 
Weatherstripping is used to 
cover up an opening between 
sash and frame. For openings 
in the frame itself and for 
cracks on the outside of the 
house use calking. If You 
must calk on a cold day leave 
the calking compound in a 
warm place for awhile before 
applying it. 
Make certain that windows 
close completely and can be 
locked. 
If 
the 
window 
is 
closed and 
weatherstripped 
and you still feel a draft it 
isn’t necessarily coming from 
the outside. The air next to 
the cold glass cools off and 
creates a down draft. Cur­ 
tains, drapes and shades will 
help, especially at night. Let 
the sun in in the morning. 
Closets on outside walls are 
generally cold. Not much you 
can do about that except to 
make certain the doors are 
kept closed. 
On any extremely cold day 
you should close off unused 
rooms and cut of the heat to 
them. 
Make certain furniture is 
not blocking the circulation of 
warm air from a register or 
radiator. If yours is a warm 
air furnace, make certain the 
ccld air returns are also kept 
C1 
Keep registers and radia­ 
tors clean. Clear off the top 
of the radiator because ob­ 
jects there can absorb heat. 
When it gets really cold, re­ 
move the radiator covers. 
Thermo sta ts can waste fuel 
a nd mo ney if ba dly placed or 
impro perly used. The ther­ 
mo sta t should be o n the in­ 
side wall.

Mrs. Hansen and her ten col­ 
leagues on a select committee 
worked so hard to find a com­ 
promise which would get past 
the 
House 
lleadership that 
they scuttled reform. 
Th e proposals explicitly 
block democratic elections of 
committee chairman to the 
delight of the creaky octoge­ 
narians and septuagenarians 
who rule Congress. And a 
proposal intended as a mild 
reform actually will 
knife 
some of Congress’ hardest 
workers. 
This is a clause that would 
bar a congressman, no mat­ 
ter how efficient he is, from 
chairing two legislative sub­ 
committees. For example, it 
would rob Rep. John Moss, 


D-Calif. of either the gavel he 
has used to protect freedom 
of info rma tio n or the one he 
has wielded in behalf of in­ 
vestors. 
It would reduce the power 
of Rep. Henry Reuss, D-Wis., 
to fight the polluters or the 
greed bankers, depending on 
which subcommittee he would 
lose. 
Rep. 
Dante 
Fascell, 
D-Fla., would have to give up 
his power to reform law en­ 
forcement or lose his effec­ 
tiveness on Latin American 
affairs. 
O t h e r dynamic younger 
m e m b e r s with two com­ 
mittees include Reps. L.H. 
Fountain, D-N.C., the drug in­ 
dustry reformer; Leonor Sul­ 
livan, D-Mo., the truth-in-len- 


ding battler; 
John Dingell, 
D-Mich., enemy of the Penn 
Central giveaway; and John 
B i a t n i k , D-Mich., anothei 
anti-polluter. 
Two of the House’s few 
blacks, typically, would have 
to give up subcommittees. 
One, Charles Diggs, D-Mich., 
would lose either his leader­ 
ship in fights for Washing­ 
ton’s poor, or his top job on 
the African Affairs subcom­ 
mittee. 
The most ironic aspect of 
the reform is that it would al­ 
low such ancient husks as Bill 
Colmer, D-Miss., to keep on 
leading the powerful Rules 
committee, but would force 
Wright Patman, D-Tex., u, 
the only one of the ancients 
still fighting like a young lion, 
to step down from two of his 
three chairmanships.
